'"PHERE was not a line of exaggeration in all that J. Adam 
1 
Bede, Republican campaign orator, said the other evening 
about the extravagance and graft of the Wilson administration B 
conduct of the war. In fact he could have, been talking yet de- 
tailing instances of the most flagrant waste of the people s 


the campaign orators in the country could not between 


now and election narrate in detail the complete history of the 
profligacy and corruption that marked the course of this coun- 
try during the two years it was preparing for and fighting its 
share of the world war. Perhaps Mr. Bede best summarized at 
when he said that Uncle Sam had gone in the hole ftnanciaUy to 
the extent of thirty billions on account of the war, ten billions in 
loans to the allies and twenty billions for our own expenses, ten 
billions of which was sheer waste. 
The unfair part of Mr. Bede's charges was what-he failed, 


to tell 
The implication that the people, of this country had to 
pay for all this unnecessary loss because they had voted a Demo- 
cratic administration into power was as unjust as it was untruth- 
ful. 
Corruption and waste are a part of war. 
They are in- 
separable. Especially is this true of a self-governing country. 
Autocracies take to war naturally. Free governments do-not, 
and for that reason .are always instinctively opposed to war, just| 
as autocracies are always trying to precipitate war; 
i 
Our whole history is proof of this. 
The foundation of 
nractically every abnormal'fortune in this country up^-to 1890, 
was laid in the Civil war. The scandal of government contracts 
during that four-year period is still a national stench. I he same 
is true of the'Spanish-American war. And whatever may be| 
said of the negligence of our government during the recent war.j 
it lit least saw to it that the wholesale poisoning of our boys; 
thru the agency of government food which again stamed our, 
national escutcheon during the Spanish-American war andi 
which involved cabinet officers and high^ governmental officials', 
in 1898, did not occur under the Wilson administration. 
j 
In view of the past it would take a hardened campaign; 


orator to assert that "had the Republican party been in power j 
since 1916 the waste and scandals of the past four years would: 
not have occurred. So far as making the rich war profiteers bear 
their share of the burden of war taxation, the Wilson adminis- 
tration has bW a'decided advance over any previous war in 
our Wstory. The grossest frauds and the most brazen profiteer- 
ing seem to be an inseparable part oi warfare and; the plain 
lesson of history is that if republics would avoid these they 
must keep out of war. 
. . , " • ' * . • 
Mr ,Bede made another point which, future generations 


should always bear in mind. He argued that the troublesome 
issue of bonuses for our world war soldiers could have been 
avoided if every man who was engaged in war work, in the 
shipyards/in the munition factories, in the machine shops and 
in every other avenue of war work had been drafted the same 
as the young men who were called to the colors. He asked why 
• 
the ship yard employes and munition workers should get ten 
dollars! day with unlimited overtime while the boys who faced, 
the hell of Hun machine guns on the front should get only .one 
dollar a day. His positive .proposition was that No man should. 
make money, when the nation's life is at stake, BEOAUbb 
' 


• point Mr Bede made is incontrovertible. But why did 


he notTgo further? If the nation could conscript human lives, 
why not property? If the inferno of the battlefwnt could be; 
quenched with the blood of America's young manhood why 
should not America's wealth be conscripted to the same end? 
We asked these questions repeatedly in this column when 


the conscription measures were before congress. They were 
not answered then and they never will be so long as the masses 
nf fhp nprmle of this or anv other country, are content to place 
^SpoSly i,^the hands of a few men-OR ONE MAN-the 
power to declare war.

But it may be set down as an equally incontrovertible fact 
that when these questions are properly answered, when a na- 
tion's wealth will be as freely and as reck essly conscripted-- 
AND SACRIFICED—on the red altar of WAR as the blood of. 
tl^tneon's young men, THERE WILL BE NO MORE WAR.

In many respects Mr. Bede made an admirable address. It 


was largely free from partisanship, but it was more notable for, 
•what it did not say than for what it said. Its strength consisted j 
in a fair and unexaggerated statement of the mistakes and short- 
comings of the present administration. Its weakness lay in the 
f aS that he failed to apprise his hearers of the full truth, for a 
half truth is the most contemptible form of argument in the, 
world.
